“I exp2cted it—expected it allalong. I did not see how’'RIGHT could read so far wreng as to spell 
defeat. ' 

“I went into the campaign to win; I expected to win, otherwise I would never have consented to en- 
ter the race.

CHINESE FLEET IN DANGER. 


Russian Cruiser Attacked by Ori- 

ental Warships. 

London, October 6—4:15 a. m.—TIt is re- 
ported in St. Petersburg. according to the 
| correspondent of The Times at the Rus- 
, Slan capital, that the Chinese fleet in 
Formoso strait attempted to engage the 
Russjan armored cruiser Rurik, but the 
latter’s speed frustrated the plan. The 
correspondent says it is probable that 
the altied powers wil] force the Chinese 
fleet to capitulate or destroy it. 

Shanghai telegrams announce that the 
imperial edict dated September 50th, or- 
dering the court to be removed to Si 
Gnan Fu was issued owing to the famine 
at Taj Yuan Fu. capital of the province 
of Shan S!. They also express the opin- 
lon that the object of the recent edicts 
regarding the degradation of Chinese per- 
sonages of high rank is merely to gain 
time and to enable China to be in a bet- 
ter position to defy the powers, as the 
new capital wil] be virtually inaccessible 
from the coast. The Shanghai corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post discussing 
' this aspect of the case remarks: 

“The German troops have no means of 
transport and any attempt to follow the 
Chinese court would therefore be quite 
futile.’’ 

He says that the Chinese firmly betieve 
in the existence of a Russo-German 
agreement, under which Russia will take 
all the territory north of the great wall 
and Germany the provinces of Chi Li and 
Shan Tung. The Times representative at 
Shanghai says: 

“It is belleved here that highly inflam- 
matory edicts are being issued secretly, 
| and that the recent public edicts are only 
| intended to hoodwink the powers.” 


REVOLUTION IS INEVITABLE. 


Robledo, a Spanish Statesman, Pre- 
aicts Change in Government. 
Madrid, October 5.—Senor Romero y 
Robledo, who in 1896 was minister of jus- 
tice in the cabinet of the late Senor 
Canovas Del Castillo, has caused a stir 
by a violent speech dealing with the po- 
litical and economic situation of Spain. 
He declared that, if matters were to con- 
tinue long as they are now revolution 
would be inevitable. Although he has 
| always been a stanch supporter of the 
monarchical principle, he hinted that in 
certain eventualities he would espouse 
the republican cause. He warmly. eulo- 
gized the ‘“‘union national,” a widely ram- 
ified organization now agitating for dras- 
tic administrative reforms and economies 

in the public expenses.

Columbia. 8S. C., October 5.—(Special.)—

Washington, October 6.—The British 
government has followed in the footsteps 
of the United States in the Chinese nego- 
tiations. It has authorized Sir Claude 
MacDonald, the British minister at Pekin, 
to enter into relations with the Chinese 
officials, just as our government did in tae 
case “of Mr. Conger. It has left to its 
minister discretionary power to pass upon 
the sufficiency of the credentials of Li 
Hung Chang, Prince Ching and the other 
Chinese envoys. Although the formal re- 
sponse to the last German proposition 
has not been returned by Lord Salisbury, 
the United States goyernment has been 
informed, that thougn such answer may 
not be made at all, being unnecessary in 
the light of the recent developments, yet 
Sir Claude MacDonald will be instructed 
to make the same inquiries relative to tne 
punishment of the Chinese ring leaders 
that have been committed to Mr. Conger. 

The practical outcome of Special 
Commissioner Rockhill’s investigation 
has been an instruction to him by the 
state department to co-operate with Min- 
ister Conger in the inquiries with which 
that official is now charged, relative to 
the character of the Chinese envoys and 
punishments. 3 

The next step toward the final settle- 
ment of the Chinese troubles must come 
frem Mr. Conger and his brother minis- 
ters at Pekin. They are charged now 
with inquirles into the matter of punish- 
ment which certainly will occupy some 
time, and it is not expected that much 
headway will be made in other directions 
until this phase of the case has been 
passed 

It is believed here that the Chinese gov- 
ernment wil! make an effcrt to meet the 
demand of the powers respecting punish- 
ments. Touching the French proposals, 
however, the officials here have ilready 
received intimations that the Chinese zgcv- 
ernment is preparing to offer «strenuous 
objection to some of them, notably to the 
propositions looking to the razing of the 
Taku forts,

ALABAMA COAL 


Three-Quarters of a Million Tons Taken 
in One Lump. 


TWO YEARS FOR DELIVERY 


An English Syndicate Ccntracts for 
750,000 Tons Deliveied. 


MUST BE LAID DOWN ON THE GULF 


Delivery Will Be Made at Some Point 
Near New Orleans Where Ship- 
ment Is Easy. 


Chicago, October §—An accredited 
represéntative of an English syndicate to- 
day contracted for 73,000 tons of Ala- 
bama coal to be delivered at some point 
on the gulf of Mexico. The deliveries are 
to extend over a period of two years, At 
what point the coal is to be delivered is 
not’ stated, buf the parties interested are 
said tO OWn Valuable terminals below 
New Orleans, and it is therefore presum- 
ed that this coal will go to New Orleans 
for shipment. In an interview with tho 
promoters of this coal industry tcday it 
was stated that the coal from the state 
of Alabama could be handled at a point 
below New Orleans at a greater advan- 
tage than at Mobile or Pensacola, on ac- 
count of the present carrying trade of the 
vessels in this export business. It is also 
claimed that the Alabama coal through 
this line will be able to compete with ex- 
port coal from Norfolk and other points 
on the seaboard. The promoters also 
claim that in view of-the marketing of 
the coal of the state of Alabama in Eu- 
rope the coal of this state wou!d have 
an advantage greater than that of any 
other coal flelds in America for export 
trade. Notwithstanding the fact, that 
every furnace in Birmingham is running 
to its full capacity, and that during the 
past year Over $11,000,000 of capital has 
been invested in the iron and coal regions 
of this state, yet the home consumption 
is not sufficient to absorb the product of 
the coal lands being developed.

ROOSEVELT ABOUT WORN OUT. 


Rough Rider Finds Campaign Work 
Too Much for Him. 


Rock Island, I.. October 5.—-Governor 
Roosevelt, who spoke in this city and 
Davenport, lowa, tonight, thus closing 
another day of hard campaigning, is 
beginning to feel the effects of the ar- 
duous work undertaken by him at the re- 
quest of the republican campaign man- 
agers.

Hazleton. Pa.. October. 5.—Ejgcht Ita!- 
fans employed on the night shift ot the

Queen's Government Follows Plan 
Laid Down by United States,

MacDONALD IS INSTRUCTED 


Engiland’s Representative Has Been 
Instructed To Go Ahead and Ne- 
gotiate with Chinese Gov- 
ernment for Restora- 
tion of Peace. 


Washington, October 56.—The British 
government has followed in the footsteps 
of the United States in the Chinese nego- 
tiations. It has authorized Sir Claude 
MacDonald, the British minister at Pekin, 
to enter into relations with the Chinese 
officials, just as our government did in tme 
case of Mr. Conger. It has left to its 
minister discretionary power to pass upon 
the sufficiency of the credentials of Li 
Hung Chang, Prince Ching and the other 
Chinese envoys. Although the formal re- 
sponse to the last German proposition 
has not been returned by Lord Salisbury, 
the United States goyernment has been 
informed, that thougna such answer may 
not be made at all, being unnecessary in 
the light of the recent developments, yet 
Sir Claude MacDonald will be instrucjed 
to make the same inquiries relative to the 
punishment of the Chinese ring leaders 
that have been committed to Mr. Conger. 

The practical outcome of Special 
Commissioner - Rockhill’s investigation 
has been an instruction to him by the 
state department to co-operate with Min- 
ister Conger in the inqviries with which 
that official is now charged, relative to 
the character of the Chinese envoys and 
punishments. 

The next step toward the final gettle- 
ment of the Chinese troubles must come 
from Mr. Conger and his brother minis- 
ters at Pekin. They are charged now 
with inquirles into the matter of punish- 
ment which certainly. will occupy some 
time, and it is not expected that much 
headway will be made in other directions 
until this phase of the case has been 
passed 

It is believed here that the Chinese gov- 
ernment will make an effcrt to meet the 
demand of the powers respecting punish- 
ments. Touching the French proposals, 
however, the officials here have wlready 
received intimations that the Chinese zcv-

ENGLAND BUYING 
ALABAMA COAL 


Three-Quarters of a Million Tons Taken 
in One Lump. 


TWO YEARS FOR DELIVERY 


An English Syndicate Centracts for 
750,000 Tons Deliveied, 


MUST BE LAID DOWN ON THE GULF 


Delivery Will Be Made at Some Point 
Near New Orleans Where Ship- 
ment Is Easy. 


Chicago, October §—An accredited 
represéntative of an English syndicate to- 
day contracted for 730,000 tons of Ala- 
bama coal to be delivered at some point 
on the gulf of Mexico. The deliveries are 
to extend over a period of two years, At 
what point the coal is to be delivered is 
not: stated, buf the parties interested are 
said to OWn Valuable terminals below 
New Orleans, and it is therefore presum- 
ed that this coal will go to New Orleans 
for shipment. In an interview with tho 
promoters of this coal industry today it 
was stated that the coal from the state 
of Alabama could be handled at a point 
below New Orleans at a greater advan- 
tage than at Mobile or Pensacola, on ac- 
count of the present carrying trade of the 
vessels in this export business. It is also 
claimed that the Alabama coal through 
this line will be able to compete with ex- 
port coal from Norfclk and other points 
on the seaboard. The promoters also 
claim that in view of:the marketing of 
the coal of the state of Alabama in Eu- 
rope the coal of this state would have 
an advantage yreater than that of any 
other coa] flelds in America for export 
trade. Notwithstanding the fact that 
every furnace in Birmingham is running 
to its full capacity, and that during the 
past year Over $11,000,000 of capital has 
been invested in the iron and coal regions 
of this state, yet the home consumption 


is not sufficient to absorb the product of 
the coal lands being developed.

Rough Rider Finds Campaign Work 
Too Much for Him. 


Rock Island, Ill.. October 5.—Governor 
Roosevelt, who spoke in this city and 
Davenport, Iowa, tonight, thus closing 
another day of hard campaigning, is 
beginning to fee the effects of the ar- 
duous work undertaken by him at the re- 
quest of the republican campaign man- 
agers. Governor Roosevelt, since he be- 
gan his itinerary through the northwest- 
ern states, has been speaking from ten 
to twenty times each day, closing the 
day’s labors usually with a night meet- 
ing. Many of these meetings have been 
in the open air, requiring extra exertion 
on his part. He has now been on this 
journey for more than thirty days, and 
though strong beyond the powers of 
most men to endure, he is beginning to 
show signs of distress and a failing voice.

Democrats Will Have No Trouble in 
Carrying the State. 
Loulsville, Ky., October 5.—(Special.)— 
If confidence is a forerunner of victory 
there ig little doubt about the result in 
Kentucky, for at democratic state head- 
quarters it is looked upon as a certainty 
that Bryan and Beckham will carry the 
state, and the former by a majority of 
25,000 votes. The condition of affairs in 
certain sections of the state have under- 
gone a change for the better from a 
democratic standpoint, and no doubt has 
been supplanted by certainty in the dis- 
tricts over which the democratic wmwan- 

agers were at first apprehensive. 

The poll of the state, now being taken 
by the campaign committee, is being 
turned in and the result is proving mcst 
gratifying. . 

Secretary Gus Richardson, who has 
charge of the poll, belleves the state safe- 
ly democratic by 25,000. This prediction 
is based upon authentic. figures and jin- 
formation received as a.result of the roll 
already taken and from the reports re- 
celved from party workers in the various 
congressional districts.of the state. 

While Secretary Richardson is certain. 
that the majority will go as high as 25,000, 
he has reduced his figures to districts, 
and as he says, with extreme conserv~ 
atism, places the majorities in the several 
districts as follows: First, 14,000; second, 
5,000; third, 1,000; fourth, 8;500; sixth. 5,000; 
seventh, 3,600; eighth, 750; ninth, WOO; 
tenth, 1,400; all democratic, while he con- 


| cedes the eleventh to the republicans b 
17,000 and the fifth by 1,500. | 


This figures out a democratic majority 
in the state of 16,250. In the first, fourth 
and sixth districts he expects a larger 
democratic majority and the conditions in 
the fifth, and especially in the eleventh 
districts, are such as to indicate more 
favorable returns to the democratic can- 
didates. The fifth district gave McKinley 
over 12,000 majority over Bryan in 1896 
and Tavlor over 8,000 more voteg than 
Goebel in 1899, but the opposition of those 


' two years has been reduced almost to aj 


minimum, and while the republicans are 
counting on a majority of 10,000, Chair- 
man Bell, of the congressional commit- 
tee, says the democrats@ wil! carry it. 
Peculiar conditions prevail in the eleventh 
district. As is eenerally known it is made 
up almost exclusively of mountain coun- 
ties and a large percentage of the resi- 
dents have never seen a railroad. It is 
the district of feuds and the men charged 
with the assassination of Goebel have 
been conspicuous in these family troubles. 
Howard, the man now under sentence of 
death for Governor Goebeil's murder, was 
a leader of the Howard faction, and he is 
credited with having killed -four men. 
When he was tried, men from his own 
section of the stafe, and of the same po- 
litical faith, testified against him, and it 
was upon their testimony that he was 
convicted. This feeling has been carried 
into the political fight in that district and 
so bitter is the enmity against the re- 
publican candidates as an outgrowth of 
the recent disturbance in the state, that 
the republican majority of the eleventh 
district will be materially reduced 
Prominent republicans of that section 
are fighting the republican nominees, 
some openly and many secretly, because 
of the association of the Howards and 
others with the mountain feuds. Their 
enemies are numerous and there will be 
at least five counties affected by this feel- 
ing of enmity. The five counties gave 
McKinley about 8,000 majority and an 
ex-republican congressman of the state 
is quoted ag saying that they will be re- 
duced one-half. 


THREE JURORS ONLY SECURED. 


Trial sf Youtsey Begins at George- 
town, Ky. 

Georgétown, Ky., October 5.—When the 
case of Henry Youtsey, charged with 
being a principal in the murder of Gov- 
ernor Goebel, was called in the circuit 
court today, counsel for the defense 
moved a further postponement. The 
commonwealth insisted on trial and the 
judge ordered the regular panel of jury- 
men to be called. Counsel for the de- 
fense then moved that the defendant be 
discharged, alleging the indictment filed 
in this county was only a copy. This mo- 
tion was also overruled. But three ju- 
rors were secured. The regular panel 
was exhausted and a special venue was 
ordered.

ATLANTA STANDS REDEEMED IN THE EYES OF THE WORLD. 


Atlanta stands today redeemed in the eyes of the world! : 

In the primary election held yesterday for city councilmen, she stood cenfronted by a bold monopoly, which 
spared resource of neither men nor money to control the electorate, and to make the eity a mere tinkling bell 
on the neck of a giant trust. 

The measure of Alderman Beutell’s defeat is the one by which the repudiation of the trust is to be guaged. 
Extending its apparent interest to certain other candidates, Mr. Beutell was the only one to accept the burden, 
all the others having, in express and written words, pledged their repudiation of the influences which would 
choke off effective and easy competition. It was Alderman Beutell who appealed to the people on his “record.” 

For almost two years the city council, obeying some secret power, has only granted franchises such as were 
permitted by the Georgia electric monopoly. The proceedings of that body during this whole time have been as 
completely under the scrutiny of trust attorneys as they were to the city attorney himself. At first patience was 
exercised while councilmen claimed to be struggling with difficulties, until finally it was seen that these difficul- 
ties were but bridges for delay, and that the delay was deliberate, intended to wear out the applicant for fran- 
while the monopoly furnished cards of defense for the men who throttled competition. 

It was then that the lamp post was suggested, through which other municipalities have brought corrupt ser- 
vants to trial. ' 

The Constitution’s lamp post was an appeal to the moral conscience of the community, which would hold 
to account the men who were untrue to their publie trusts. The suggestion was well understood, notwithstanding 
the effort of the organ of the trust to make capital of #. The lamp post of public opinion was referred to as the 
agéncy which would settle the difference between the people and their unfaithful servants. This morning Mr. 
Beutell. the head and front of the offenders, finds himself figuratively suspended from it, and he, at least, may 
know that the people are not to be trifled with. 

The charge of collusion against a member of the city council was hard to make, in view of the past honora- 
ble record of that body, but it was certain that there were outside influences governing the direction of fran- 
chise legislation. Competition in transportation had been full¥ established, and the two rival] companies were in 
possession of all the authority which the city possessed to go ahead with their'work. But— 

Electric competition was held up, and the head man of the monopoly was the intimate and the adviser of 
those who performed the road agency act! He passed upon his cards, 

How far did this collusion extend? Was it but the weak acceptance of patronage from a boss who played 
upon their partisanship, or was there something deeper still? The answer to the whole question was furnished by 
the blundering boldness of a trust grown arrogant. Through the agency of the president of the Georgia Electric 
company a letter, purporting to be from H. M. Beutell. one ofthe obstructionists, was delivered to The 
Constitution. The letter Was a forgery upon Mr. Beutell, notwithstanding his adoption of it upon his return. It 
was enough to know that the Georgia Electric Company had visory power over the correspondence of an alder- 
man, This established collusion so far as he was concerned, and its exposure forced him to stand in his race for 
council as its representative. Showing his teeth, he simply challenged ene doeieeaae by: What are you going to do 
about it? 

The nominees for mayor and city council for the year 1901 have been selected as a protest against monopo- 
ly. Every single man who this morning bears a majority after his name, has had the issue explicitly placed be- 
fore him, and has, just as explicitly pledged his personal honor to competition in electric light upon its merits. 
Without that pledge having been assented to, not one of them would have been in the race any more than Mr. 
Beutell, With their unanimous and unreserved declaration in favor of unrestrained competition, the choice of 
candidates by the people became largely one of personal preference, they having full faith that no man offering 
himself made such a pledge falsely. The nominees, therefore, represent a redeemed Atlanta which has shaken 
off the record of the past two years and desires to restore the rivalry in upbuilding by which she had been 
previously distinguished. 

The first demand shat Atlanta makes is freedom from monopoly from any source; freedom from undue in- 
fluence by corporation attc freedom from paltering and hesitation, and the adoption of an open prog- 
She wants no more kindergarten gymnastics in municipal legislation, but such careful transac- 
tion of business as {is to be expected from capable and level-headed men. 

Our street railway enterprises are progressing favorably. but they must be considerably enlarged. 

Solvent corporations, able to make sufficient bond for performance, under terms which the city has the 
right to exact, stand ready to give us competition in electric power.

“There Are No Trusts.” 

While Mr. Hanna was at Chicago de- 
claring that “‘there are no trusts” and 
alleging that all combinations that in- 
jure the working men have been pun- 
ished, several hundred men at Grant, 
Ill., were enjoying the results of trust 
work, A Chicago dispatch tells of 
Grant’s experience in these words: 


Grant. Ill., September 23.—In the dis- 
charge of the last of the workmen at the 
Siemens & Holske plant the town of 
Grant. a suburb of Chicago, has been 
practically wiped out of existence by the 
electrical trust, and 900 men and women, 
upon whom 3,600 persons depended for 
support, have been made idle. These 
victims of a great “trade combination, 
which is controlled by the General Elec- 
tric Company, face the coming winter 
with dread. Scores are leaving the com- 
munity daily. Its only industry has beea 
blasted beyond hope. 

The last workmen but twelve, who will 
be dismissed this week, were paid off 
vesterday. Two hundred and fifty. ma- 
chinists. fifteen blacksmiths and thirty- 
five girls were dismissed and told tlrat 
they would never again be needed by the 
company. A few men were engaged t»%- 
dav and tonight packing up the ma- 
chinerv used in the marufacture of auto- 
mobiles. This will be shipped to the 
Fort Wayne factory, owned by the trust. 

Beginning with the middle of August, 
the reduction of force had been gradual. 
First one department was closed, then 
another. and the only explanation given 
was. “‘We don't need you any more.”’

Muncie furnished the largest crowd at 
aday meeting. A stand had been. erected 
two blocks from the railroad station, but 
the crowd was so dense that it was 
necessary to uncouple the cars so as to 
put Mr. Bryan's car to the rear and 
allow him to speak from the car plat- 
form. There were three or four times as 
many people as could hear the speaker's 
voice, the crowd extending in some di- 
rections as much as two blocks. 

Mr. Bryan again devoted the greater 
share of his attention to the trusts, and 
he began by quoting an extract from the 
president's inaugural address. He did not 
reveal the authorship of the extract until 
after he had read it, saying he wanted 
the audience to see if they could guess 
who had written it. The extract was as 
follows: 

“Immunity should be granted to none 
~who violate the laws, whether individuals, 
corporations or communities, and as the 
constitution imposes upon the president 
the duty of being its own executive, and 
of the statutes enacted in pursuance of 
its provisions, I shall endeavor carefully 
to carry them into effect. The dectara- 
tion of the party now restored to power 
has been in the past of opposition to all 
combinations of capital organized in 
trusts or otherwise to control arbitrarily 
the condition of trade among our citi- 
zens, and it has supported such legisla- 
tion as will prevent the execution of all 
schemes to oppress the people by undue 
charges on their supplies or by unjust 
rates for the transportation of their prod- 
ucts to market. This purpose will be 
steadily pursued by both the enforcement 
of the laws now in existence and the 
recommendation and support of such new 
Statutes as may be necessary to garry 
them into effect.’”’ 

“Now, my friends,"’ said Mr. Bryan, 
“whose language is that? It is from the 
inaugural address of President McKin- 
ley. I want you to take the promise 
given therein and compare it with the 
policy pursued in the administration of 
the country’s affairs. If you'll do that, 
you'll find that there have been no laws 
of the country against unlawful combi- 
nations and trusts. Instead the president 
has appointed an attorney general from 
New Jersey, where most of the trusts 
are organized, and has allowed three 
congresses to convene and adjourn with- 
eut making any specific recommendation 
for the suppression of private monopoly, 
notwithstanding the fact that he is em- 
ployed by the people and sworn to per- 
form the duties of his office and to exe- 
cute the laws of the land.

The Campaign of 1896 Is Reviewed 
and the Fellowers of Palmer 
and Buckner Are Given 
Bome Liberal 
Advice. 


Indianapolis, Ind., October 5.—The ex- 
ecutive committee of the national demo- 
cratic committee issued the following ad- 


dress tonight: 

“To the National Democracy, the Gold 
Democrats of the United States: fvur 
years ago your patriotic pes:tion saveu 
the country from the peril of Mr. 3ryans 
election. You were not deceived by tne 
piea of regularity in his nomination. You 
saw him truly as the no:winee of a com- 
mission which had taken your party bale 
to gild principies unknown to democracy 

“You stood sieadfastly by the financial 
views and political philosephy of Jetler- 
son, Jackson, Tilden and Cieveland. In 
your national convention at Indianapouws 
you declared that you had ‘assembled to 
uphold the prigciples upon which depead 
the honor and weifare of the American 
peeple in order that the democrats 
throughout the union may unite thelr pa- 
triotic efforts to avert disaster from thelr 
country and ruin from their party.’ 

“That convention said that ‘the demo- 
cratic party has survived many defeats, 
but could not survive victory won in be- 
half of the doctrine and policy proelajm- 
ed in its name at Chicago.’ 

“You went firmly to your duty and did 
it well, in the hope that there would be 
no further attempt to use your party 
name as a mask to the abhorrent pria- 
ciples advocated by Mr. Bryan. In his 
defeat his misled supporters were admol- 
ished and chastened to an extent whieh 
turned them away from the path to wich 
he allured them. The Kansas City cvn- 
vention was averse fo reaffirmation of 
the Chicago platform, and a majority of 
its delegates honestly hoped to purge the 

rty of the vicious heresies which had 
ost it the respect and confidence af the 
country. But threugh the power af his 
organization, and by reason of the hope 
for suecess barne in his prior nomination 
by the populists, Mr. Bryan prevailed 
against the better sense of the conven- 
tion, compelled tndorsement of the faise 
doctrines of 1896, and by the votes of 
Alaska and Hawaii, foreed the spec*fic re- 
statement of his dangerous and destruc- 
tive financial theory. He stands now, 
therefore, for all he advocated in 18%, 
and, accepting the populist nomination, 
has added thereto his declaration in favor 
of an unlimited issue of greenback cur- 
rency. He is pledged by his own declara- 
tions to destroy the gold standard; to 
effect the free coinage of silver at the 
artificial ratio of 16 to 1; to the expulsion 
of both gold and silver from the country 
by a resumption of an issue of green- 
backs: to destruction of judicial inde- 
pendence and revolution in the judicial 
tenure; to a system of direct legislation 
which transfers lawmaking to the ballot 
box and destroys our representative in- 
stitutions and to a change of the vets 
power from the executive to the bhaliot 
box, removing cne of the checks provided 
hy the constitution and unbalancing the 
system created bv that instrument. 

“This assault upon the three co-ordtnate 
branches of our government, if it suc- 
ceeds, will revolutionize and destroy the 
whole system. What will follow jis al- 
ready visible in his appeals to class ha- 
tred, envy and prejudice. Since 1896 the 
national democratic party has promoted 
the purposes which then justified its ex- 
istence.

Were Lest. 


Tennille, Ga., October 6.—(Special.)—At 
half-past 5 o'clock today, around a curve 
near Sun Hill, four miles east of here, 
there was a head-end collision between 
two freight trains of the Central railway. 
The east-bound train, Engineer Cather- 
wood, was golng at the rate of thirty 
miles an hour. Besides twenty other 
loaded cars he was being pushed down 
the hill by fifteen cars of pig iron. En- 
gineer Liverman was in charge of the 
train. Presently Cather- 
wood's negro fireman saw the train ahead 
Captain Catherwood and the flreman left 
their posts simultaneously. Engineer 
Liverman and his men, as soon as they 
saw the danger, did likewise. 

A minute later there was a crash. No 
could have escaped instant death 
if he had been within two hundred feet 
of the colliding engines. Above the roar 
of the noise of the escaping steam from 
the two engines could be heard the crash- 
ing and smashing of cars, and the tum- 
bling of their contents. The track was 
torn up for more than 100 feet. As soon 
as possible the engineers began to make 
searches for each other. Neither was se- 
riously injured, but Catherwood sustained 
several] painful brulses. 

Catherwood’s fireman was found in the 
woods, where he was searching for his 
hat. 

It is almost impossible to describe the 
scene at the wreck. Catherwood's en- 
gine is on top of Liverman’s. It is in- 
verted and sits up there as though placed 
there by an experienced force of railroad 
mechanics. They could not have done 
the work any better, for it is in its lofty 
position to remain until removed perforce 
by the strongest wrecking apparatus of 
the system. 

The roadbed is hopelessly blocked and 
there will be no passenger trains through 
without transferring until tomorrow, 

The woods and embankment are filled 
with wrecked cars and articles of freight. 
Twenty-five cars are smashed in smith- 
ereens; pig iron adorns the ground and 
the almost impregnable growth of trees 
on both sides. Bales of cotton goods ob- 
struct the streams and are down between 
the cars and engines ag fine fuel for 
the flames if they once start. 

More than thirty feet in midair are the 
sides and ends of twenty cars. It looks 
like .a mountain right in the center of 
the track, on which, in almost exact po- 
sitions on the rails, are the two en- 
gines. 

The telegraph wires are down. Wreck- 
ing crews weére ordered from Macon by 
wire from Tennille. Savannah could not 
be reached. 

Engineer Mahoney, who was here, was 
sent to the scene of the wreck to look 
after the crews and render any assist- 
ance. He could do nothing and returned 
to get an operator who will make an 
effort to cut the wires and make connec- 
tion with the main office in Savannah. 

The wreck was caused by Engineer 
Liverman misconstruing his orders. 
Catherwood’s train had the right of way 
over lLiverman, who sidetracked at 
Wadley to allow Mahoney to proceed with 
the right of way to Tennille over Cather- 
wood, wao was bound for Savannah. 
This order was given both Liverman 


and Mahoney at Millen. 

Mahoney's train was an inferior train, 
“as was also Liverman’s. As Mahoney 
had been given the right of way over 
Catherwood, Liverman assumed that his 
train, being in the same class as Maho- 
ney’s, he had the right of way to Ten- 
nille.

taries of the different counties and they 
could in turn distribute the reports to 
the different members.

It was decided to appoint a committee 
of three to examine into the receipts and 
disbursements of the funds of the organ- 
ization and to publish the same in order 
to show the farmers that it was no money 
making scheme and that the money was 
used for legitimate expenditures neces- 
sary to carry on the expenses of the as- 
sociation. This committee is composed 
of Messrs. I. B. English, of Bibb; M. B. 
Council of Sumter, and 8. L. Fleming, of 
Meriwether. 

Mr. Jordan congratulated the assocta- 
tion on ite work of being an important 
factor in the present high price of cotton 
and said that he firmly believed that he 
had seen the last crop sacrificed and that 
hereafter it was in the power of the farm- 
er to keep the price of cotton up to the 
present high figure and possibly to make 
it go higher. 

Hon, Hoke Smith made a short speech 
in which he said that a 19,000,000 bale 
crop was about the amount required by 
the mills of today. He said that just se 
long as the farmer kept himself posted 
as to the supply needed by the gpinners 
just so long would the farmer be ig a po- 
sition to control the price, 

Mr. Smith's speech was listened to with 
a great deal of attention, for it was full 
of sound advice and the advice given, if 
properly carried out, Meant a great deal 
for the farmer. 

Captain I. B, English followed Mr. 
Smith with a few very forcible remarks 
about the condition of the farmer of to- 
day and warned him against letting pros- 
perity mislead him and carry him back 
to the danger line of making an overpro- 
duction. which would of necessity force 
the prices of cotton down. 

Mr, Jordan stated that it wag his idea 
to keep the work up during the winter 
and fail months. He said that he had 
been busy the past two or three months 
advising the farmers not to sell for less 
than 10 cents, but said that he wag equai- 
lv aS anxious to work on them on the 
acreage question as he was in regard to 
the present crop, for it was Just as im- 
portant tor the farmer to watch his acre- 
eke 4s it was for him to watch the price, 
for the amount of acreage often controls 
the price.

Found Guilty—Must Pay Fine or Serve 
Time. 


HE ASKS FOR A NEW TRIAL 


Jury Brought in No Recommendation 
with the Verdict. 


SERIOUS CHARGES AGAINST PHYSICIAN 


One of Chief Witnesses in Case Failed 
To Appear and Forfeited Cash 
Bond of $250. 


Dr. G. W. Gardner, the elderly physi- 
cian charged with performing an opera- 
tion tabooed by law. did not fare so well 
at the hands of the jury in the city 
criminal court yesterday. 

“Guilty” was the verdict returned. 
Judge Calhoun then sentenced Gardner 
to pay a fine of $1,000 and costs, or serve 
twelve months on the public works, and 
six months in jail when that sentence 
expired. According to the sentence he 
has the privilege of paying the fine at 
any time, even while in the chaingang or 
in jail. 

Dr. Gardner’s attorney has given no- 
tice of a motion for a new trial, and this 
hearing will occur as soon as possible. 
Until that has been settled the case re- 
mains practically as before. 

The trial of Dr. Gardner was taken up 
before Judge A. E, Calhoun last Thurs- 
day. Only two witnesses were examined 
that day. and when the hour for ad- 
iourrment arrived, Colonel R. J. Jur- 
dan. Feading counsel for the defense, 
asked the court to keep the jury together, 
because of the grave importance of the 
case, 

Several important witnesses were ex- 
amined yesterday, and Dr. J. W. Hurt, 
who ‘testified on the first day of the trial, 
was recalled. Attorney Jordan made an 
eloguent speech in behalf of his client. 
Durin< the two days of the trial he Kad 
conteste) every point, and did everything 
possible to bring his man clear. 

Solicitor Eugene R. Black, in summing 
up the state’s side for the jury, made 
what many fn the courtroom considered 
one of the ablest arguments he has pre- 
sented in any case put upon trial in his 
court during his term of office, Hig ar- 
xument was an unusually forceful and 
clear cut one and was delivered with 
much eloquence. 

History of the Case. 

Two months ago Dr, Gardner, who was 
living at the corner of Whitehall and 
Smith streets, was arrested by the police 
department on a charge of having per- 
formed a criminal operation on a young 
woman from Alabama. 

This young woman was then: stopping 
at the Bachelor's Domain, on North 
Pryor street. She was subpoenaed as the 
chief witness. but before the case was 
called for immediate trial, she gave a cash 
bond of $250 for her appearance in court. 

The money for the bond, it was under- 
stood. was supplied by a man in Mo- 
bile whose name was never brought out. 
The voung woman is also said to have 
given an assumed name. The case was [to 
have been tried at the last term of court, 
but was postponed from time to t'me, 
the state announcing not ready, 

It was then set down for trial during 
the present term. Reluctance to testify 
on the part of the young woman, who 
was considered one of the main wit- 
nesses. was doubtless responsible in a 
large measure for the s€veral postpone- 
ments of the case. . 

When it was finally called for trial, she 
failed to appear, and in consequence her 
bond was forfeited. It is believed that 
she returned home some days ago.

New York, October 5.—The stock market con- 
tinued to show the effect of professional opera- 
tions for the advance today. New points of 
strength developed under the shifting operations 
of the bull party, and the sustaining influence 
thus afforded was taken advantage of to real- 
ize in stocks which have already had their 
advance. Distinction was thus made even in 
stocks of the same group, as, for instance, in 
the steel and iron group, where National Steel 
and Tin Plate, which had their notable ad- 
vance, hung back while other members of the 
group were rushed forward. Even Tennessee 
Coal, after an opening jump of 2 points under 
the stimulus of the surprised short covering, 
dragged behind the others. It was pulled wy 
in sympathy with the general rise, but closed 
with a small net loss. The buying of Steel 
and Wire was the most conspicuous and lifted 
the stock at one time to 24%. Directors of the 
company were quoted as expressing the belief 
that persons who sold out last spring when the 
radical cut was made in prices of the product 
are trying to buy back their stock. A numper 
of the steel stocks saved a net gain of over 
a point. In the railroad NMst there was the 
same disposition manifest to take up new 
stocks for the advance, and those were se- 
lected for which the borrawing demand indl- 
cates that there has been a large short interest. 
Baltimore and Ohio, Northern Pacific, Mis- 
souri Pacific and Burlington are in this class. 
There was conspicuous buying of Pennsylvania, 
and rumors were revived, such as were heard 
when the vast proportions of the year’s earn- 
ings first began to be understood of an increase 
in the dividend rate. Gossip on the stock ex- 
change attributed the buying to the same inter- 
ests which were active in the previous move- 
ment. Some strength was. shown by Sugar, 
People’s Gas and Brooklyn Transit, in all of 
which dealings were large, but the tone was 
feverish and irregular. The market closed 
rather heavy and at substantial reactions from 
the best. The preliminary estimates of the 
weekly cash changes were rather disappointing 
to those who have figured on heavy offsets 
to the forees toward depletion of the money 
supply. The net loss to the banks in cash is 
expected to be nearly $5,000,000. The large 
payment of gold by the sub-treasury on last 
Friday is expected to figure partly in this 
week’s statement, under the system of com- 
putation by dally averages. But even with 
this allowance it will be seen that the inroad 
upon the surplus promises to be about as large 
as last week.

Body Discovered in His Shop—Was 
To Have Been Tried This Morn- 
ing—Coroner’s Inquest.

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PROCLAMATION—State of Georgia, 
Executive Office, Atlanta.—Submitting 
constitutional amendment regarding pen- 
sions for the widows of confederate sol- 
diers to a vote of the people at the next 
general election. 

Whereas, the general assembly of 1899 
passed by a constitutional majority the 
following act, to-wit: 

“An act to amend section 1, article 7, 
paragraph 1, of the constitution of Geor- 
gia, so as to extend the provisions of 
said section, article and paragraph to the 
widows of confederate soldiers, who, by 
reason of age and poverty, 


unable to provide a living for themselves, 
and for other purposes.’’ 

Section 1. Be is enacted by the general 
assembly of Georgia, and it is hereby en- 
acted bv authority of the same, that sec- 
tion 1. article 7, paragraph 1, of the con- 
stitution of Georgia be, and the same is 
hereby amended by inserting after the 
word “service’’ in the 13th line, the fol- 
lowing words: “or who, by reason of age 
and poverty, or infirmity and poverty, of 
blindness and poverty are unable to earn 
a living for themselves,” so that said 
section. when so amended, will read as 
follows, to-wit: “To supply the soldiers 
who lost a limb, or limbs in the military 
service of the confederate states, with 
substantial artificial limbs, during life; 
and to make suitable provisions for such 
confederate soldiers as may have been 
otherwise disabled or permanently injured 
in such service: or who by reason oi 
age and poverty, or infirmity and pov- 
erty or blindness and poverty, are unable 
to provide a living for themselves, and 
for the widows oy such confederate sol- 
diers as may have died in the service of 
the confederate states, or since, from 
wounds received therein, or disease con- 
tracted in the service, or who, by rea- 
son of age and poverty, or infirmity and 
poverty or blindness and poverty, are 
unable to provide a living for themselves; 
provided that the act shall only apply to 
such widows as were married at the time 
of such service, and have remained 
married since the death of such soldier
